A TEACHER was in 
tears as she watched 
the school where she 
worked for more than 
20 years being demol¬ 
ished after it was dev¬ 
astated by fire. 

Sue Senior, head of mod¬ 
ern languages and train¬ 
ing and development at St 
Felix Middle School, New¬ 
market, was comforted by 
the headteacher, Tony 
Bavington, as work began 
to clear the site in prepar¬ 
ation for mobile buildings 
to be put in place. 

They will replace the building 
which was totally destroyed 
along with its contents in an 
arson attack three weeks ago. 

Mrs Senior, who has worked at 
the school for more than 20 years 
said: “I can’t believe it’s actually 
happening. 

“I could have been in there 
when the fire started because I 
come in most days during the 
holidays. I hope there’s an 
inquiry to find out how the fire 
spread so quickly.” 

But she was on holiday in the 
Caribbean and learned about the 
fire from a text message. 

Demolition work started on 
Tuesday as Mr Bavington, with 
Suffolk education chiefs and the 
school governors, announced 
arrangements for the 375 pupils 
at the start of term. 

The school’s pupils will have 



an extra week off while teachers 
prepare for the start of term on 
Monday, September 8. 

Older pupils will have lessons 
on the Newmarket College site 
while Year 6 pupils will be taught 
at the town’s Houldsworth Valley 
Primary School. Children who 


would have moved up to St Felix 
this term will stay at their 
primary schools. 

The arrangements will last 
until a new “medium term” 
school is built from prefabricated 
buildings which will be erected 
on the school field and should be 
ready for use by November 3. 

Mr Bavington said: “We are not 
going to let this beat us.” 

A special event entitled Reg¬ 
eneration will be held on Friday, 
September 5, at the Tattersalls 


racehorse sales ring in New¬ 
market to relaunch the school. 

Susannah Burn, chairman of 
the school governors, said the 
event, sponsored by Tattersalls, 
the Davis Insurance Group and 
Factotum, the Newmarket-based 
employment consultant, would 
be open to all past and present 
pupils. 

Mrs Burn said: “We felt it was 
important to draw the whole 
school community together as 
soon as possible.”

The project has been 
dogged by controversy 
over delays and rising 
costs, which are now 
believed to be about £14 
million. 

Forest Heath District 
Council is still in charge 
of the building, although 
the council has handed 


over the running of all 
its leisure centres and 
swimming pools to ACL. 

Richard Balfe, ACL 
chairman, said: “The 
reopening will be in time 
for our weekend cust¬ 
omers and the start of 
the new school term. We 
look forward to wel¬ 
coming everyone back.” 

Work started on the 
troubled project more 
than three years ago. It 
hit trouble when con¬ 
tamination from the 
former gasworks next 
door to the site was 
discovered in 2006. 

Then, earlier this year, 
there were problems 
when a wall had to be 
knocked down and re¬ 
built - twice. 

One of the previously 
proposed completion 
dates was the end of 
summer last year, mak¬ 
ing the project at least a 
year behind schedule. 

Arguments between 
the council and the main 
contractors have led to 
issues being referred to 
legal experts.

Crown court trial for 
boy on arson charge 


THE boy accused of starting the 
fire which devastated a school 
will have his trial at crown 
court. 

Magistrates sitting at youth 
court in Bury St Edmunds ruled 
that the offence was a “grave 
crime” and should be dealt with 
by the higher court. 

The 14-year-old boy charged 
with arson at Newmarket’s St 
Felix Middle School on August 5 
was remanded to secure local 
authority accommodation until 
Tuesday, when social workers 
are due to tell the court about a 
suitable address for him to be 
released on conditional bail. 

The boy, from a village near 
Newmarket, cannot be identified 
for legal reasons. 


He is due to be committed to 
Ipswich Crown Court in six 
weeks. 

Paul Forshaw, prosecuting, 
said the estimated cost of 
damage to the school was “in 
excess of £1 million”. 

Declan Gallagher, representing 
the boy, complained that the 
necessary work to assess his 
suitability for conditional bail 
had not been carried out during 
the past two weeks despite his 
two previous court appearances. 

But the magistrates decided 
that the boy should remain in 
secure accommodation until his 
next appearance when they 
expect to be told that suitable 
arrangements have been made 
for him. 


Horse put down 
after explosion 
at medical unit 

A HORSE was put down after 
an explosion and fire in a 
medical unit at an equestrian 
centre. 

Two fire crews were called to 
the Moulton Paddocks Estate 
in Newmarket on Friday 
afternoon. 

The pre-training centre for 
horses was bought in 2004 by 
Godolphin, founded by 
Sheikh Mohammed of the 
Dubai royal family. 

A fire service spokeswoman 
said: “There was an 
explosion in a medical 
chamber and a horse was put 
down by a vet.” 

Oxygen and electricity 
supplies were isolated and 
the fire was put out.

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Sheikh beats 
the Queen in 
heads of state 
‘richest’ list

LEADING racehorse 
owner Sheikh Moham¬ 
med has emerged as 
one of the world’s 
richest heads of state 
in a new list compiled 
by American maga¬ 
zine Forbes. 

The Sheikh, ruler of 
Dubai, owns around 4,000 
acres of stud farms near 
Newmarket through his 
Darley Stud Management 
company and racing stables 
in the town through his 
Godolphin Racing organisa¬ 
tion. 

He is listed as having a 
fortune worth £9.66 billion 
placing him fifth in the list 
behind the King of Thai¬ 
land, Sheikh Khalifa of 
neighbouring Arab state 
Abu Dhabi, King Abdullah 
of Saudi Arabia and the 
Sultan of Brunei. 

Sheikh Mohammed, 58, 
who studied at Cambridge 
in the 1960s, employs more 
than 250 people through 
Darley in the Newmarket 
area and a similar number 
at Godolphin, whose retain¬ 
ed jockey is Frankie Dettori. 

The Sheikh spends much 
of the racing season at his 
home at Dalham Hall Stud, 
near Newmarket, and in¬ 
herited Warren Towers, the 
mansion built for his 
brother which overlooks the 
Newmarket racehorse gall¬ 
ops. 

He is playing a leading 
role in developing Dubai as 
a tourist destination and 
world-class business centre. 

He was indirectly involv¬ 
ed in a bid to take over 
Liverpool football club 
earlier this year through 
investment business Dubai

The bid foundered when 
the club’s American owners 
insisted that they would 
stay. 

The Sheikh’s investment 
in the Newmarket area is 
worth millions of pounds. 
He also has horses in five 
other countries around the 
world. 

There were fears earlier 
this year that he could pull 
out of Britain if plans for 
an aircraft stacking zone in 
the skies over his stud 
farms goes ahead. MPs and 
councillors campaigned for 
NATS - the National Air 
Traffic service - to rethink 
its plans to establish a 
holding area for planes 
waiting to land at Stansted. 

The Sheikh’s fortune is 
many times more than the 
Queen’s. 

She is placed 12th in the 
list with an estimated 
fortune of £349 million. 

Although the Queen has 
long been a horseracing fan, 
her direct involvement has 
shrunk to around a handful 
of horses in training - com¬ 
pared with the hundreds 
owned by the Sheikh. 


Majestic plan for new 
wine outlet at junction 


NATIONAL wine retailer 
Majestic is planning to build 
a new outlet in the region. 

The company, which has 
144 branches across the 
country, is reported to be 
planning a 4,000 sq ft shop at 
Newmarket’s busy Clock- 
tower road junction. 

It has bought the front of 
the ATS Tyres site at the 
junction with Bury Road and 
Old Station Road from 
Cambridge-based developers 
Wrenbridge. 

It is three months since 
Wrenbridge announced it 
had bought the land and was 
intending to build a restaur¬ 
ant and flats. 

Jeff Wilson, associate 
director of Wrenbridge, said 
the sale was not linked with 


the current economic cli¬ 
mate. 

“It was just one of those 
opportune moments,” he 
said. “We had several 
approaches about the site.” 

He would not say how 
much the company had sold 
the site for but he said it was 
“at a sensible level”. 

Majestic Wine, which was 
founded in 1981, has under¬ 
gone rapid growth. It already 
has branches in Cambridge, 
Norwich, Ipswich and Peter¬ 
borough. 

The sale of the site came 
soon after an announcement 
that plans for a £4 million 
shopping development on 
Newmarket’s Market Square 
have been put on hold due to 
the credit crunch.

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Hit-and-run 
labourer, 18, 
gets &295 fine 


A HIT-AND-RUN driver has 
been fined £160 for knocking 
down a pedestrian on a 
country road. 

Jamie Candian was on his 
way to fill up at a petrol 
station in Burwell in his 
mother’s Toyota Carina on 
June 18 when he struck 
Vince McNeil, who was 
walking by the side of the 
road. 

However, the 18-year-old 
labourer stopped only 
briefly before driving off 
from the accident scene on 
Heath Road, Burwell, Ely 
Magistrates’ Court heard 
last Thursday. 

However, Mr McNeil 
escaped from the collision 
with only minor injuries 

The court was told how 
the teenager had been afraid 
to stop because he had been 
involved in a heated ex¬ 
change with another driver 
just minutes earlier. 

Michael Judkins, defend¬ 
ing, said: “He had his three- 


month-old baby with him 
and did have a genuine fear 
or belief that there would be 
an escalation of the aggress¬ 
ive behaviour. 

“That is why he did not go 
back and returned home. 

“He did not appreciate 
there was an obligation to 
report this incident to the 
police.” 

Candian, of Westhorpe, 
Burwell, pleaded guilty to 
failing to stop, failing to 
report an accident and 
driving without insurance. 

He was fined £160 for 
causing the accident and 
had eight penalty points 
endorsed on his licence. 

He was fined a further 
£135 for having no insur¬ 
ance, while no separate 
penalty was made for failing 
to report an accident. 

He must also pay £35 costs 
and a £15 victim impact 
surcharge.

Frankie joins stars

Plate adds polish 
to summer season 


THE world’s oldest horserace, 
the Newmarket Town Plate, 
brought summer racing to a 
close at the town’s July 
Racecourse on Saturday. 

The race, run over three and 
three-quarter miles, is strictly 
for amateur riders and was the 
first to be run under written 
rules by Act of Parliament by 
King Charles II. 

This year’s event, the 339th 
running of the race and the 
third time that the race has 
been run in August since 
switching from its traditional 
October date, was won by 
Bulberry Hill ridden by 24- 
year-old Craig Walker from 
Newmarket. 

The horse, a seven year old 
trained in Newmarket by 
Russell Price, which has 
previously won two-mile 
races, led from the start and 
finished about a furlong clear. 


But Jean-Luc Guillambert, 
father of jockey JP 
Guillambert, was out of luck in 
his first race for 26 years, 
coming in in 10th place on 
Just Into Sky. 

As reported in the Weekly 
News, Mr Guillambert, 58, 
who lives in Fordham Road, 
Newmarket, had lost more 
than four stones since January 
to make the weight for the 
race. 

He said: “It was a brilliant 
experience. But the horse just 
didn’t make the trip. 

“I’m applying for an amateur 
licence and hope to ride in 
some other races.” 

Racing at Newmarket now 
switches back to the Rowley 
Mile course where the first 
meeting of the autumn 
programme will be held on 
Friday, September 19.

Cost of A14 upgrade 
soars to above £lbn

THE cost of upgrading 
the A14 has soared 
again - and smashed 
through the £1 billion 
barrier for the first 
time. 

Latest Government esti¬ 
mates for improving the 
stretch between Ellington 
and Fen Ditton put the total 
bill to taxpayers at almost 
£1.2 billion. 

That’s more than double 
the original quote of £490 
million, and significantly 
higher than the £944 million 
figure given to the Weekly 
News just five months ago. 

Critics accuse the High¬ 
ways Agency of making 
errors in its predictions of 
inflation and the likely costs 
of materials, labour and 
compensation for home- 
owners. 

It based its calculations 
on the Retail Price Index, 
which tracks the prices of 
everyday household items, 
at a time when high demand 
for building materials has 
pushed inflation in the 
construction industry up 
much more sharply 


A14 campaigner John 
Bridge, chief executive of 
Cambridgeshire Chambers 
of Commerce, has repeated¬ 
ly warned the costs of the 
controversial scheme will be 
more than £1 billion by the 
time construction starts. 

He said: “We think this 
figure could still be an 
underestimation. 

“Until work starts and the 
money is provided, each 
new estimate puts a 
question mark over whether 
funding will be available for 
the whole scheme.” 


The plan proposes the 
construction of a new road 
between Ellington and Fen 
Drayton, and the widening 
of the existing A14 between 
Fen Drayton and Fen Ditton. 

Official estimates for the 
total cost now stand in a 
range between £690 million 
and £1,198 million - with 
campaigners expecting the 
eventual total to push past 
that top estimate. 

Andrew Lansley, MP for 
South Cambridgeshire, said: 
“I’m sure I’m not alone in 
feeling that if the Govern¬ 


ment had got on with it we 
could have kept to the 
original timetable, with 
construction starting now, 
and kept the costs con¬ 
siderably lower. 

“This is a costly delay in 
terms of deaths and injuries 
on the road and also terms 
of the bill to the taxpayer.” 

A Highways Agency 
spokeswoman said: “The 
A14 Ellington to Fen Ditton 
scheme is a scheme of 
national and regional imp¬ 
ortance and we are comm¬ 
itted to taking it forward. 

“Subject to funding and 
statutory processes, work is 
expected to start in late 2010. 

“Following an independ¬ 
ent review of our major 
roads programme the 
Highways Agency has 
improved the way it 
estimates schemes. 

“The current cost esti¬ 
mate of the A14 scheme 
takes into account the high 
level of inflation in the 
construction industry and 
construction costs. 

“Slippage to the timetable 
for the A14 Ellington to Fen 
Ditton scheme, due to legal 
challenges, has also 
impacted on the estimated 
cost of the scheme.”

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Three babies 
among infected as 
measles returns 


DOCTORS have issued a 
warning about the need 
to immunise children 
against measles after the 
disease returned to East 
Cambridgeshire for the 
first time in a decade. 

Three young babies, between 
the ages of four and 17 months, 
were treated at Soham’s 
Staploe Medical Centre in July 
for the disease - which in some 
cases can cause severe 
disability or even death - while 
a further nine cases of measles 
were reported across the 
district last month. 

It follows a 10-year absence 
from the district - although 
doctors claim the cases are a 
“one-off” as most of the people 
affected come from the same 
family 

One doctor working in 
Soham, who did not want to be 
named, said: “Nationally 
measles cases are increasing - 
this is probably due to the 
decrease in immunisation 
against measles following the 
MMR scare. 

“An overwhelming weight of 
evidence proves that the MMR

is safe. We do not advocate the 
single vaccines which are less 
safe. 

“We urge parents to ensure 
their children are immunised 
with the MMR vaccine at the 
appropriate time, at 12 to 15 
months then again at three to 
five years.” 

Government figures show 
there were 971 confirmed cases 
of measles in England in 2007, 
an increase of 31 per cent from 
740 cases in 2006. However, 
there have already been 656 
cases in the first six months of 
2008. 

In the East of England, there 
were just five cases in 1997, but 
37 during the six months until 
June this year. 

Dr Kate King, a medical 
specialist in health protection 
at the Norfolk, Suffolk and 
Cambridge health protection 
unit, said: “Two of the recent 
cases in east Cambridgeshire 
had to be admitted to hospital 
for a couple of days to be 
nursed, and they needed help. 

“Measles will make you ill, 


will take you to hospital and 
then it could take you through 
to death. 

“We only bother to immu¬ 
nise against diseases which 
are dangerous. 

“Some of those in east 
Cambridgeshire who con¬ 
tracted the disease in July 
were above the age of 18. If 
you haven’t had the vacc¬ 
ination, you could catch it at 
any age.” 

Dr King added: “I think it 
should remain voluntary. In 
the US they do have a system 
where children need to be 
vaccinated to begin school, and 
this leaves lots of them having 
it done just before going to 
school, rather than at the 
necessary ages. This leaves 
them more vulnerable for 
longer. That is not to say 
children shouldn’t have it, 
though.” 

Between January and March 
2008, 83 per cent of those child¬ 
ren in the East of England who 
were approaching their second 
birthday had been given their 
first dose of MMR, and 78 per 
cent of five year olds had had 
both doses of the vaccine.

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Special treatment gives hope to Muffin the Mule 


■ ‘SPECIAL LITTLE MULE’ . . . Muffin is being 
cared for at the Animal Health Trust. cp. 


A MULE called Muffin has 
undergone pioneering treatment 
for a cancerous growth. 

Muffin, a popular resident at the 
Redwings horse rescue centre in 
Norfolk, had the treatment at the 
Animal Health Trust, near 
Newmarket. 

He has been at Redwings for 
nearly 20 years after being 
rescued from a horse sale and 
has been a regular attraction at 
the Caldecott Visitor Centre, near 
Great Yarmouth. 

But for the past two years he has 
been having veterinary treatment 
for a tumour known as a sarcoid. 
Redwings vets contacted the 
Animal Health Trust when nothing 
seemed to be working to stop the 
sarcoid, below one of Muffin’s 
eyes, from growing. 

Although it was not affecting his 


sight, it was believed to be 
painful and likely to cause more 
problems. 

The Animal Health Trust used a 
specialised technique known as 
brachytherapy - a form of 
radiotherapy. 

Meredith Smith, the equine 
clinician responsible for Muffin’s 
treatment, said: “I have inserted 
wires impregnated with a 
radioactive material (Iridium-192) 
into the affected area. This is a 
gold standard of treatment 
particularly suited to this type of 
tumour. I am very hopeful that it 
will improve Muffin’s quality of life 
significantly. 

“To date, we have had a 100 per 
cent success rate using this 
therapy although, to the best of 
my knowledge, it has not 
previously been used on a mule.” 


Ruth Morgan, Redwings vet, said: 
“Muffin is an iconic resident at 
the sanctuary and has been with 
us for a long time. We tried all the 
standard treatments, including 
creams and a course of 
chemotherapy. But when we 
heard that the oncology team at 
the Animal Health Trust had 
started treating these sarcoids in 
horses with iridium, we knew that 
would be Muffin’s best chance. 
“We are so grateful to the Animal 
Health Trust for taking such good 
care of our special little mule 
during his stay in Newmarket and 
for all their assistance with this 
case.” 

The trust regularly treats 
racehorses and ponies, but 
Muffin is thought to be the first 
mule to be treated by their 
experts.

Manager fled 
abroad with 


£8k in takings 


A COFFEE shop 
manager who fled 
to New Zealand 
with more than 
£8,000 of the com¬ 
pany’s takings has 
been jailed for a 
year. 

Tony Cowles, 39, who 
used to work in Cam¬ 
bridge, was in charge at 
the Newmarket branch 
of Costa Coffee when he 
disappeared with £8,195 
in cash in June this 
year. 

Last week, Cowles 
was sentenced at 
Ipswich Crown Court 
after pleading guilty to 
the charge of theft from 
an employer. 

The court heard that 
despite reaching the 
other side of the world, 
Cowles had been refused 
entry to New Zealand 
because of his previous 
criminal record and he 
returned to the UK. 

Russell Butcher, pros¬ 
ecuting, said Cowles, 
who had worked for 
Costa Coffee for four 


years, had been manag¬ 
er at Newmarket since 
March 2007 following 
spells at Huntingdon 
and Cambridge. 

In June this year 
Cowles, of Kent Road, 
Huntingdon, had been 
working alone at the 
Newmarket shop be¬ 
cause of staff shortages. 

On June 24, with an 
assistant manager hav¬ 
ing returned from holi¬ 
day to take over, Cowles 
set off for an area man¬ 
agers’ meeting in 
Ipswich but never arri¬ 
ved. 

It later emerged that 
Cowles had driven to 
Dover, taken a ferry to 
France and spent a few 
days in Paris. 

From there he bought 
an airline ticket to New 
Zealand, via South 
Korea. 

Mr Butcher said Costa 
Coffee’s assistant man¬ 
ager discovered seven 
days’ takings had not 
been banked and was 
missing from the safe. 

On July 7, Cowles was 
arrested by police at 


Dover as he stepped off 
a ferry. 

When interviewed he 
admitted the theft but 
claimed that it had not 
been pre-planned, say¬ 
ing he had been under 
pressure at work and 
his wife had not given 
him adequate support. 

The court heard that 
Cowles’ previous convic¬ 
tions included two for 
thefts from employers 
and one of attempted 
robbery at a post office. 

Mitigating, Jeremy 
Kendall said Cowles 
regretted what he had 
done and had suffered 
“something of a break¬ 
down”, which led to a 
spur-of-the-moment 
decision to use it to 
travel out of the 
country. 

Jailing Cowles for 12 
months, Mr Recorder 
Martyn Levett told him 
the theft had amounted 
to a serious breach of 
trust, not only with his 
employer but with other 
members of staff who 
may have initially come 
under suspicion.

SAYERS FALLS JUST SHORT IN BID FOR OLYMPIC MEDAL 


Goldie misses 
out in an epic 



GOLDIE Sayers was denied a 
bronze medal by 38cm in a 
gripping women’s Olympic javelin 
final at the Bird’s Nest Stadium in 
Beijing. 

But the 26-year-old Newmarket-born 
thrower was left to reflect on her part in 
one of the most thrilling Olympic javelin 
competitions where she broke her own 
British record. 

Sayers best throw of the night came in 
the first round when she achieved 65.75m, 
beating her previous best by 70cm. 

However, it was not enough to put her on 
to the medal podium. The Czech Republic’s 
Barbara Spotakova won with the second 
longest throw in history, 71.42m, defeating 
Russia’s Maria Abakumova, who had the 
third with 70.78m. Germany’s Christina 
Obergfoll was third. 

“There were girls throwing things that 
they weren’t even 
throwing 10 years 
ago with the old 
specification,” 
said Sayers. 

“To be beaten 
by two people 
who’ve thrown 
over 70m in the 
competition, then 
I guess you have 
to smile, really. 

“For someone 
coming out of 
nowhere, 
throwing 70m, I 
couldn’t do any more.” 

She also reflected on achieving her 
season’s aims. 

“My goal at the start of the year was to 
throw a PB in the Olympic final and I did 
that,” she said. 

“Fourth is not the nicest position to 
finish, it’s slightly frustrating in the last 
round as I felt I could have thrown at least a 
medal distance, but you can’t say what if.” 

There was surprise at the performance of 
outsider Abakumova, and Sayers said: “It 
was just one of those people who’ve come 
out of nowhere. 

“I just think that was one of the greatest 
finals ever, and I was glad to be part of it. 
It’s just a bit frustrating, but on reflection 
in a few days, I think I’ll feel quite proud of 
myself.”
